The reply filed on February 13, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicant has not made a proper election because they do not elect a single sequence as required in the restriction 
requirement sent on January 13, 2004. 

Applicants have elected both SEQ ID NO: 5 and SEQ ID NO: 12. Applicants state that both groups should be searched as the recited 
SEQ ID NOS are the same sequence. This is not the case, as not only do the sequences not have the same sequence identifiers but are 
also of differing lengths. Each nucleotide sequence as claimed is structurally and functionally independent and distinct and requires a 
separate search and consideration of the prior art.
